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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record was found to be Gilmour et al (US 6,534,449), Roberts (US 5,741,502), Van Slyke (US 
5,723,423), and Dekker et al (US 3,962,151). 

2. The applicant's amendments have overcome previous 1 12 and 102 rejections. 

3. Specifically, the 1 12 rejections have been withdrawn as the applicant has cancelled 
previous claim. The applicant's new claim 5 does not suffer from the indefinite nature presented 
in previous claims. 

4. Concerning the anticipation rejections previously presented, the applicant's amendments 
have cancelled previous claims and thus all previous 102 rejections are withdrawn. 

5. Concerning the newly added claim, the applicant has clearly specified the quantities of 
surfactant, terpene and oil as relative ratios. The applicant has also further specified the specific 
surfactants suitable for their composition. The applicant specific solvent based composition was 
not found in the prior art of record nor would it have been obvious to modify these prior art 
references to obtain the composition found in instant claim 5.
